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CURRENT PAY RATES FOR SELECTED CITY JOBS 


What salaries and wages are being paid by city governments for the jobs that 


“are considered more or less standard, and what is the work week and the 
annual paid vacation for employees who hold these positions? 


Chief municipal administrators are concerned with the problem of main- 
taining adequate pay rates and one of the factors to consider is the amount 


“being paid for similar work by other cities in the region. To secure up- 


to-date information the International City Managers' Association in January, 
1947, sent an inquiry to a group of cities under 100,000 selected on the 
basis of size and geographical location. At the same time, the Civil Ser- 
vice Assembly sent a questionnaire to gelected cities over 100,000 and made 
the returns available to ICMA. Information reported by 93 cities is set 
forth in this report. 


Presentation of Data. The names of all the cities reporting wage rates 
for one or more jobs are listed on pages 27 and 28, together with their 
population and the amount of annual paid vacation. Pay rates as reported 
by these cities for 20 positions are listed on pages 29 to 48 of this re- 
port, with the cities listed by geographic regions. Not all cities re- 
ported on each job because officials were requested to report pay rates 
only if they had a job comparable to the job description given at the top 
of each sheet. 


The starting pay rate and the top rate for each job, together with the 
number of hours in the typical work week for most employees, is shown for 
each job. Pay rates are given on & monthly basis except where the letter 
tw" follows the pay rate, which indicates weekly pay, "h" hourly rate, and 
"a" geily rate. The rates for laborer (p.36) are hourly except where other- 
wise indicated ("m" for monthly). Cambridge reported two pay schedules for 
office workers; the rates shown are for female workers. The work week is 
shown to the nearest hour, except that 4 hours are shown. 


Of the 20 jobs covered in this report, the first four are general office 
jobs (junior clerk, junior typist-clerk, junior stenographer-clerk, and 
telephone operator). The next three jobs are in the finance field (book- 
keeping machine operator, bookkeeper, and junior accountant ). Next are 
five jobs in the public works or related departments (laborer, labor fore=- 
man, truck driver, heavy equipment operator, and automobile mechanic ); 
two in the engineer's office (junior draftsman and junior civil engineer ); 
then junior librarian, playleader, fireman, policeman, building inspector, 


and plumbing inspector. 


Use of the Data. In determining the adequacy of a given pay rate in & 
particular city it igs more important to know what other cities of comparable 
size in the same general area are paying than it is to compare the rate with 
an average rate paid by cities unlike in size, type, and geographic location 
(see 1946 Municipal Year Book, p.50ff, for economic classification of all 
cities over 10,000). For this reason no attempt is made here to present 
average or median pay rates for cities reporting in the survey. 
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cation and sick leave policy, number of hours in the work week, type of re- 
tirement plan in effect, and other related matters such as the length of 
service and the quality and quantity of work performed. (Data on vacations, 
sick leave, retirement, and overtime pay are given for each city over 10,000 
in the 1946 Municipal Year Book, p.137ff. ) 


Every city government competes in the labor market with every other em- 
ployer in the area. Thus local officials must consider salaries and wages 
paid by other public agencies and by private companies in their area for 
Similar work. In fixing pay schedules for jobs common to private industry, 
such as clerks, truck drivers, laborers, auto mechanics, and bookkeepers, 
the rates paid by other employers in the city mist be considered. (See MIS 
Report No. 18 entitled "Making Pay Adjustments for City Employees", issued 
in May, 1946.) Another factor in determining a pay rate is the relation of 


the pay for a given job with the pay for other jobs in the same department ; a 
and in other departments. For example, if adequate pay for a junior drafts- qj 


man is determined to be $200 per month it is not difficult to determine 
the rate of pay for the next higher or next lower position. Finally, job 
titles alone do not reflect the duties and responsibility of the job. Con- 
siderable variation exists from one city to another, although the positions 
covered in this report are perhaps among the most standardized jobs in local 
government. 


The highest pay rates for most jobs are in cities of the Hast North- 
Central and Pacific Coast states. Jaborers are paid on 4& monthly basis in 
20 cities and 10 of these are Pacific Coast states. The beginning pay 
range for fireman in the South Atlantic states is $150 to $210 per month, 
and on the Pacific Coast from $185 to $260. Further comparisons and analy- 
ses of the data in this report can be made by city officials. .
